NEiDA  Community  Quality 
Silverware  marks  a  distinct  ad- 
vance in  the  manufacture  of 
plated  ware.  First,  it  posses- 
ses the  art  and  finish  of  solid 
silver ;  second,  it  represents  the 


truest  economy. 

The  style  and  effect  of  the  best  "Sterling"  is 
due  largely  to  care  in  selecting  the  designs  and 
outlines  of  the  various  pieces,  also  to  the  heavy 
ornaments  and  to  the  finish.  Our  Avalon  pattern 
is  the  result  of  several  years'  careful  study  to 
reproduce  these  effects. 

Each  piece  has  been  given  as  much  individuality 
as  possible,  while  conforming  to  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  design.  The  ornamentation  is  rich 
and  deep,  and  in  both  our  French  gray  and  "bright" 
finishes  the  pieces  have  all  the  effect  of  solid  silver. 

At  the  present  price  of  silver,  the  heaviest  plate 
is  most  economical.  Triple  plate  will  wear  three 
times  as  long  as  single.  The  cost  is  by  no  means 
three  times  as  great,  for  the  additional  cost  of 
triple  plated  ware  over  single  is  largely  in  the  extra 
silver  used,  and  the  price  of  silver  is  now  so  low 
that  this  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  manufacturing 
cost. 

"Oneida  Community  Quality"  Silverware  is 
the  first  practical  recognition  of  this  drop  in  the 
price  of  silver.  It  has  a  plate  heavier  than  triple 
(we  call  it  "  Triple-plus  "  and  guarantee  the  wear 
for  twenty-five  years),  and  it  is  sold  at  the  price 
of  single  plate,  plus  the  present  bullion  value  of  the 
extra  silver.

HISTORICAL 


HE  founders  of  the  Oneida  Com- 
munity were,  for  the  most  part, 
plain  New  England  farmers  of 
Puritan  stock,  who,  with  their 
families,  were  the  back-bone  of 
law-abiding  and  church -going 
society  in  the  little  rural  hamlets  where  they  lived. 
Like  the  Pilgrims,  they  were  stern  moralists 
rather  than  Utopians  or  dreamers,  and  would  have 
been  the  last  to  leave  the  deep  worn  paths  of  con- 
ventional society  for  any  earthly  prospect.  Such 
sober  men  and  women  are  only  moved  by  the 
springs  of  conscience,  and  it  was  a  strong  religious 
conviction  that  led  them  to  leave  their  thrifty 
homes  for  an  unselfish  life  in  a  community. 

Moved  by  this  powerful  conviction  the  Com- 
munity gathered  at  Oneida  in  1848  and  with  rare 
religious  enthusiasm  faced  the  problem  of  self 
support  in  what  was  at  that  time  but  little  more 
than  a  forbidding  wilderness. 

After  a  few  years  of  hardship,  however,  this 
serious   problem    was   successfully   solved   without 
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Other  means  than  the  soHd  talents  and  earnest  in- 
dustry of  its  own  rugged  pioneers. 

One  of  these  pioneers  proved  to  be  a  born  woods- 
man and  trapper  and  invented  the  Newhouse  steel 
trap  for  catching  fur-bearing  animals.  It  is  still 
the  standard  in  commerce  after  more  than  fifty 
years'  use. 

Another  had  a  rare  genius  for  practical  horti- 
culture. He  began  to  raise  choice  fruits  which 
were  preserved  and  sold  in  glass  jars,  thus  creating 
a  second  large  industry. 

A  third  had  been  a  peddler  of  silk  thread  and 
this  business  was  followed  and  developed  by  the 
Community  until  it  resulted  in  the  successful  es- 
tablishment of  a  large  silk  manufacture. 

These  businesses,  started  in  the  early  days  of 
the  Community,  soon  placed  it  beyond  want  and  it 
began  to  study  the  more  aesthetic  side  of  life. 
Literature  and  art  were  diligently  cultivated,  the 
young  men  were  sent  to  the  best  colleges,  and 
finally  in  1877  the  designing  and  manufacture  of 
the  most  artistic  silver  plated  tableware  was  firmly 
established. 

In  1880  the  Oneida  Community  made  a  com- 
plete and  fundamental  change,  wholly  giving  up  its 
communistic  life,  and  becoming  a  commercial, 
joint-stock  company,  whose  members  and  their 
families  conform  strictly  to  the  usages  of  ordinary 
society.
